ADAMS BELIEVED TO 
HAVE MAJORITY OF VOTES 


Needs Twenty-six Votes, Poli- 
ticians Say He Lacks Only 
Five of Number 


St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 13.—The bat- 
tle for the chairmanship of the repub- 
lican national committee went into 
its final stage today. Conferences 
will determine whether John T. Ad- 
ams of Iowa, and Will H. Hays of 
Indiana will come to a decisive test 
of strength before the committee or 
whether the name of one man—pos- 
sibly a compromise candidate—will 
be placed before the committeemen 
to receive the unanimous vote. The 
committee met at 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. Indications early today 
were that a chairman would be elect- 
ed before adjoernment. 


An average of figures compiled by 
several of the shrewdest politicians 
indicated that Adams entered the 
third day of the fight with possibly 21 
votes and Hays 15. The possible dis- 
position of the remaining votes pro- 
vided the complication in the situa- 
tion. 

Twenty-six votes will eleet. The 
combinations opposed to Adams were 
certain that 21 votes represent the 
maximum Adams strength. On the 
other hand, the Adams men were 
equally positive that in no circum- 
stances could Hays enlist a sufficient 
number of the 15 so-called uncertain 
votes to elect him. 


Standing on this belief, the Adams’ 
faction.up to this morning had refus- 
ed to unite on a compromise candi- 
date. 

Fred Stanley of Kansas remained 
in the limelight as a possible compro- 


mise candidate. Though one of Ad- 
ams’ principal supporters, Stanley 


was not regarded in the Adams camp 
as an available substitute. The Ad- 
ams leaders would be unable to de- 
liver their total strength to Stanley 
because, should Adams withdraw a 
certain element of the Adams follow- 
ing would in all probability accept 
the leadership of Boies Penrose; pos- 
sibly in the end to support Hays.

being that all business men handling 
the various agencies would so conduct 
their affairs as to make it unnecessary 
for the president to use the immense 
powers conferred upon him. 

The ‘probabilities are that as time 
goes on the president not only will ex- 
ercise the powers already delegated, to 
him, which may be fully as drastic as 
the coal order, but that he may have 
to go still farther and do much more 
in the direction of federal control of 
V¥arious means and commodities. 


-Public neh are very much disturbed 
over the question of what to do with 
aliens in the United States.. The idea 
that such men are permitted to enjoy 
all the privileges of ‘citizens, take the | 
places of men who are sent to the 
front, and yet ‘escape all service, is 
very annoying. At the Same time some 
of our public men think it would be 
dangerous to put these men in the 
army. 

One congressman recently received a 
letter from a man who had made an 
investigation of one of the canton- 
ments, in which it was stated ten or 
twelve thousand. men of. foreign birth 
were ih the army who had no idea of 
what they were there for or why they 
were soldiers.. He expressed the opin- 
ion ‘that ‘such troops would ‘be. of no 
value, if sent abroad and that the way 
to handle the foreign-born and alien 


script them as laborers atid not as sol- 
diers. , The same. idea has been ex 
pressed by. members of congress, but 
it is doubtful if any such legislation 
will be passed. 

Investigation of war. conditions: is 
not a new idea which sprang. up in the 
present session of congress. In the 
last congress it was proposed. to have 
a. congressional..advisory board, but 
when that was opposed by. the.presi- 
dent it was dropped. As long ago as 
September 5, 1917, Chairman, Dent of 


the. house committee on military af» j 


fairs reported a. bill authorizing the in- 
vestigation. of the ordnance bureau of 
the war department. Nothing. w as ever 
done by. the house to carry out the res- 
olution and so the Senate was first to 
investigate the war department. 

John E. Raker.of. California,- the 
new chairman of the committee on 
woman suffrage, is about the busiest 
man in the entire. membership of, the 
house. Raker, has been. quite highly 
favored in, the. matter, of committee 
assignments. Not. only.is-he chairman 
of the woman. suffrage committee, 
which has bounded into importance 
just. now, but he is also a member of 
the committees on immigration: and 
naturalization, irrigation, public lands, 
and he has recently been appointed a 
member of the newly created. commit- 
tée'on water pow er, Raker introduced | 
the administration bill for the control | 
of water. power and it is more than 
likely that he will. have charge of it 
when it comes ‘up for consideration.
